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DETAILED ACTION 
Amendment 

1 . Acknowledgement is made of Supplemental Amendment filed May 10, 2006. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Watanabe et al. 
(Japanese Publication no. 2001-154584). 

Watanabe teaches a method for indicating a current price by applying a price indication 
label (LI) comprising an attachable label body which has a price indication region capable of 
indicating a current price (e.g., A3) and an advertisement region capable of advertising 
information for sales promotion (A2, A5) to a tag, and folding a part of the advertisement region 
toward a back surface of the label body in order to glue to the back surface (see Abstract). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-3, 5-10, 12 and 17-24 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Mehta et al. (US 5,810,397) teaches a merchandise label 10 having a price indication 
region 26 and an advertisement region 28 as shown in figure 2. 
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Dotson et al. (US 5,984,363) teaches merchandise label 10 having a price indication 
region 12 and an advertisement region 14 as shown in figure 1. 

Watanabe et al. (Japanese Publication 2001-154584) teaches a label to be stuck to a 
merchandise having a fixed price 880 yen and a reduced price 380 yen. 

Applicants 5 remarks on page 8+ of Amendment filed April 3, 2006 have overcome the 
prior art rejection. The best prior art of record, such as Mehta, Dotson and Watanabe, taken 
alone or in combination thereof, fails to teach or fairly suggest a price indication label having 
surface material of the price indication region and surface material of the advertisement region 
being different from each other, wherein at least a part of the surface material of the 
advertisement region comprises a see through material for enabling reading of printed 
information provided on a surface of a separate merchandise tag that the label is attached to. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
